“Lt u s feel th a t in ev ery thing we do, there still 
liv es w ith u s, if not in body , in g reat, indom ita­ 
ble, u nqu enchable, prog ressiv e sou l of ou r com ­ 
m ander-in-chief, Woodrow W ilson.” 
Six ty day s later Roosev elt picked W ilson’s most 
im placable enem y —Reed of M issou ri—the m an 
of whom W ilson said: “I wou ld not willing ly con­ 
sent to any fu rth er association w ith him ”—as 
one of his leading cam paig n speakers. 
W illiam Gibbs McAdoo, W ilson’s son-in-law , 
th e m an who m ade possible Roosev elt’s nom ­ 
ination a t Chicag o, said of Reed, on M arch 3, 
19 24: 
“He is th e m an who, becau se of his disloy alty 
to the D em ocratic party , was in 1920 throw n ou t 
of the D em ocratic conv ention of his own state 
of Missou ri. He is the m an who was repu diated 
and denied a seat in the 19 20 D em ocratic na ­ 
tional conv ention a t San Francisco. He is the 
m an who fou g ht woman su ffrag e to the last 
ditch.” 
Roosev elt’s selection of Reed as one of the 
m ainstay s of his cam paig n m ay be based on the 
fact th a t President Hoov er is one of Reed’s 
g reat hates—and he is noted chiefly for his 
hating . On Ju ly 19, 19 27 , after Reed had spoken 
for hou rs in a bitter attem pt to prev ent Presi­ 
dent Wilson nam ing Mr. Hoov er head of the 
food adm inistration, his own party leaders re ­ 
pu diated him . The late John S harp W illiams, 
dem ocratic senator from Mississippi, rose in his 
place to say : 
“Mr. President, if I had my way abou t this bill 
I wou ld appoint one m an to take charg e of this 
m atter, and I wou ld nam e him in the bill, and I 
wou ld nam e Hoov er. I wou ld nam e him especial­ 
ly becau se of the absolu tely u ncalled for, u npro­ 
v oked and u nju stified attacks th a t hav e been 
m ade u pon him .”
